When the first crash was 
heard 
naturally those in close proximity 
thought a robbery was being com­ 
mitted. 
Then when the scuffle came 
and 
later a shot, 
this fear 
was 
strengthened. 
Members 
of 
the 
household were not nuduly alarmed 
until they heard the cry of “fire.” 
Then they set about to learn the why- 
fore of all the 
hullabaloo. 
Those 
who rushed into the kitchen saw a 
sorry spectacle. 
A screen had been 
torn off, the telephone was wrenched 
from its position on the wall and 
was lying on the floor; blood splots 
everywhere and 
furniture 
turned 
topsy-turvy. 
It looked like nothing 
less than a murder had been com­ 
mitted. No one could be found about 
the place; that’s what made the so­ 
lution more intricate and impossible. 
The girl was 
summoned 
on being 
found in the maid’s room upstairs, 
but she pleaded 
ignorance of the 
whole affray and said she was dress­ 
ing when she heard the awful racket.

Elwood, Ind.. July 9.—Every train 
from the east is bringing strike-break­ 
ers to the Elwood plant of the Ameri­ 
can Tin Plate company. 
Men are get­ 
ting off in the country from one to five 
miles out and are picked up by auto­ 
mobiles and carried inside the plant. 
Four machines are kept busy. Several 
Elwood men have applied for their old 
positions and have been admitted at 
the gate. 
Some of the men arriving from the 
east are heavily armed. One appeared 
with two big six-shooters strapped to 
his sides. It is stated that the eastern 
men who were working in open shops, 
but who were locked out by the organ­ 
ization of the leaders prior to the 
strike order, will be transported to 
this city, where they will be put to 
work. 
It was also stated that on the suc­ 
cess or failure of this mill as an open 
shop depended the tin Industry in west­ 
ern territory, and that if it was found 
impossible to operate as an open shop, 
all western tin mills would be aban­ 
doned, or at least those In Indiana, 
with the exception of the one at Gary. 
The management expects to have two 
hundred men in the mill inclosure by 
tonight.

RICH GOLD FIND IN CANADA. 


Field 
Discovered 
In 
Saskatchewan 
Province Rivals the Klondike. 
The most remarkable gold discovery 
since the Klondike finds was recently 
made at Lac La Rouge, 200 miles north 
of Prince Albert, in the great hinter­ 
land of the province of Saskatchewan. 
H. C. Hamelin and B. L. Clemons of 
Prince Albert, having evidence of a 
rich gold area in northern Saskatche­ 
wan, outfitted last year three parties 
of prospectors. 
The finds were en­ 
couraging, but not sensational. 
This 
year two more parties were sent out, 
and the finds which have been made 
of an eight inch vein of free milling 
gold quartz has created a profound 
sensation. 
Deputy H. C. Hamelin has a speci­ 
men from the vein quartz declared to 
be the richest and best defined speci­ 
men he has seen. 
The assays so far 
made from form er finds have shown 
$51 to $78 and $G1 to $64 to the ton 
respectively, but the latest sample is 
declared to carry from $20,000 to $30,- 
000 to the ton. 
The finds have been 
made within forty miles of each other. 


Mrs. Griswold Shot Down at Eaton, O., 
by Jealous Lineman. 
Eaton, O., July 9.—Mrs. Lida Gris­ 
wold, thirty-eight years old, was shot 
and instantly killed by Henry Rife, 
a lineman, aged thirty-eight, in the li­ 
brary building in this city last even­ 
ing. Rife then attem pted suiicde. He 
sustained but a slight wound and was 
locked up in jail.

crowd of people, Ernest Redinger,

shocking death. 
Redihger touched a telephone wire 
which was in contact with a high ten­ 
sion wire carry ing 2,200 v olts. 
The 
lineman’s body at once became env el­ 
oped in flames and then pitched for­ 
ward into a maze of wires. 
Suspend­ 
ed forty feet abov e the sidewalk, the 
body hung until the fire department 
arriv ed. 
Unable to tell whether it was the 
city high tension wire or the trolley 
wire which had crossed the telephone 
wire, the power on the whole sy stem 
of the Fort Way ne & Wabash Valley 
line from Lafay ette to Fort Way ne, 
and the Loagnsport city power were 
turned off until the body was lowered. 
Hundreds watched the grewsome spec­ 
tacle. The dead man is surv iv ed by a 
widow and a child. 


Withs tood Te rrific Shoc k . 
Fort Way ne, Ind., July 9.—Though 
he sustained a shock of 2,200 v olts of 
electricity and fell off a forty -foot trol­ 
ley pole in consequence, John Preble, 
a lineman, was not seriously injured. 
He was repairing the trolley line when 
the current passed through his body . 
His double escape frcm instant death 
is regarded a3 little less than mirac­ 
ulous. 


Kansas City , Mo., July 9.—The Mis­ 
souri and Kansas flood situation ap­ 
pears to be gradually improv ing. 
At 
Kansas City , the Kansas and Missouri 
riv ers both are still rising, but the 
prediction is that by tonight they will 
begin falling without causing damage 
here. 
Springfield, Mo., on the Jordan 
riv er, and Otttawa, Kan., on the Ma- 
rals des Cy gnes riv er, are the points 
where most suffering has been ex peri­ 
enced.
